LETTER FROM THE PRINCE 
| 
He Deplores Gambling and Intemper- 
Defends Horse Racing 


The biography of Dr. Benson, the 
late Archbishop of Canterbury, just | 
published, reveals an interesting let- 
ter, which the Prince of Wales wrote 
to him after the Tranby Croft scan- 
dal. It is as follows: 

“My Dear Archbishop: Your kind | 
letter has touched me very much, as 
I know the kind feelings which 
prompted you to write to me on the 
subject, which we have discussed to- 
gether, and which as you are aware, 
has caused me deep pain and annoy- 
ance. A recent trial, which no one 
deplores more than I do, and which 
I wae powerless to prevent, gave oc- 
easion for the press to make most 
bitter and unjust attacks upon me, 
knowing I was defenceless, and I am 
not sure politics were not mixed up 
in it. The whole matter has died 
out, and [I think therefore, that it 
would be inopportune for me in any 
public manner to again allude to the 
painful subject which has brought 
such a torrent of abuse upon me, 
not only by the press, but by the low 
church, and vwspecially the non-con- 
formists, They bave 1 perfect right, 
I am well aware, in a free country 
like Our own, to express their opin- 
ions, but { do nut consider that they 
have any right to jump at conclus- 
fons regarding myself, without know 
ing the facts. | have a horror of 
gambling, and should alway; 40 my 
utmost to discourage othe’s who 
have an inclination for it, as I con- 
éider gambling, like intemperance,

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DELAY MEANS CERTAINTY 


In a new sense is “no news, good 
newe” from South Africa just now. 
There is no reason fdr fear of course, 
that the cavles may bring us intel- 
ligence of a great British disaster, 
go long as the British forces sit 
tight and do not stumble into am- 
bushes. And the inference is that 
“no news’ means that the British 
generals are waiting until their col- 
umns are heavy enough to make vic- 
‘tory certain and relatively inexpens- 
ive, 

Lord Methuen’s brilliant march 
from the Orange to the Modder, push- 
ing the Boers before him in engage 
ment after engagement, has some- 
what spoiled us. We are all the 
time lovking for news of another 
successful assault upon the Boer 
dines, But it ought not to be for- 
gotten that the Boers have a tre- 
mendous advantage in fighting on 
the defensive in a country that they 
understand perfectly; and that, while 
possibly British troops may rush 
thetr fortifications from time to 
time, it is necessarily a costly pro- 
eeeding. When the British columns 
are strong enough ,to make the re- 
sult of their advance certain even 
fm the minds of the Boer garrisons, 
then we shall ase much less stub- 
born resisiance on the part of the 
men who know that it is only a 
question of the number of men they 
will lose before retreating. Much of 
the ease which our American cousins 
overcame the Spanish troops was dus 
to the discouragement of their ene- 
mies who knew that their fleet wis 
“bottled up'’ and that they were 
fighting for nothing but glory. 

The discovery that the Boers are 
better prepared for this struggioe 
than was imagined will result mere- 
ly in calling out more troops and in 
strengthening the general British im- 
pression that the war was inevitable. 
The Boers plainly intended to fight 
some time; though they would prob- 
ably have chosen time less conven- 
fent for Britain. Alarmists are ask- 
ing us what would happen now if 
this or that hostile act by a great 
power were to occur; but calmer men 
are asking themselves what 
would have happened if the Boer had 
been left to strengthen his fighting 
force until Britain was fighting for 
India or the integrity of China, Then 
we could not have sent the largest 
army Britain ever loaded on a fleet of 
transports down to the relief of 
Ladysmith and Kimberley; and it is 
quite among the possibilities that the 
British public must have taken, mix- 
ed with their war news from India 
for the China sea, intelligence of the 
close siege of Durban and Capetown. 
As for the Boer he surely ought to 
have known that he was contemplat- 
ing challenging the right of the Brit- 
ish Empire to existence. To lose 
Bouth Africa would be to begin the 
abandonment of the Empire; and to 
hold only a fringe of South Africa 
by the perpetual sufferance of the 
Boers, would be toe hold nothing but 
a hollow sham and a lasting shame. 
South Africa must be British, or 
we must give up our notion of the 
feadership of humanity.— Montreal 
Mar, 


THE CRIMINAL CODE 

The ‘Analytical pynopsia of the 
Criminal Code and of the Canada 
Bvidence Act” which has recently 
issued from the law-book publishing 
house of Theoret, or Montreal, is 
the work of Mr. Crankshaw, whose 
annotated edition of the “Criminal 
Code and Magistrate’s Guide" are 
well known standard authorities on 
the subject on which they treat 

The synopsis, as its title ‘ndicates, 
is an analytical outline of the Crim- 
inal law of Canada, and is arranged 
= «3 to form a very full and com- 
plete index to the Code. 

It has been a matter of frequent 
and just complaint that the index to 
the Queen's Printer's Copy of the Act 
is too incomplete for ready reference. 
The present work aims at supplying 
thie deficiency by enabling the prac- 
titioner to find at u glance the offence 


and procedure relating to it, The 
Canada Evidence Act is similarly 
treated and the various statutory 
amendments to the code are care- 
fully noted so as to bring the book 


down to date. 

We commend the synopsis to prac- 
tétioners, and particularly to Just- 
ices of the Peace (who generally have 
at hand only a plain copy of the 
Code, without annotations) as a most 
useful adjunct to the Code or Magis- 
trate’s Guide. 


THE KOOTENAY TRADE. 


Since the opening up of the min 
ing districts of British Columbia a 
new era has opened up for the farm- 
ers of Western Canaws. A few yoars 
ago the problem of finding a pro 
fitable market for the produce of the 


Western farms was a difficult thing 
and preplexing one for the pioneer 
farmers, The local markets could 
but handle a limited quantity of the 
proluce and a8 a consequence busi 
ness was done on a trading basis 
ie., the farmer who had produce to 
sell had to take it out largely in 
groceries, dry goods, etc., and the 
local merchants would take chances 
on finding a ultimaie market for a 
very often moticy lot of perishable 


produce which Was not am easy matter 
It, Was aln Ost impessible to obtain 
eatisfactory prices owing to condi- 
lions peculiar to new countries and 
limited markets, 

A great change has taken place 
since, however, The mining and 
business centres in British Columbia, 
since developing and éleadily grow- 
ing, require regularly large quantities 
of%ood material, for which the cus 
tomers are quite willing to pay good 
prices if the quality is right. Due pe 
cognition is given to me quality and 
this is one of the mast encouraging 
features of the market besides the 
steady and growing demand.

Of the difflecest kinds of 
farm produce there is none so var 
iable in quali.y as bucter, nor sub- 
ject to a greater fluctuawtion in price. 
Some brands seli a the very top 
farice, others will ecarcely sell at 
any price. The chemicat composi- 
tion of the two may io exactly alike 
and the probabilities are that, or- 
dinarily, the inferior bucter wag pro- 
duced at a greater cost pei pound 
than that selling for the highest 
ssarket price. ihis is how it usu- 
laily goes, unskilled’ ve. ekilled la. or. 
While individual (asies may differ, 
there is a certain recognized stand- 
ard of quality or package, peculiar 
to each market, which meets the gen- 
eral requirements and the producer 
who wishes to cater to any particular 
maket or customer will do well to 
study their requirements and, as near 
as possible, endeavor to meet them. 

The following facts, gathered from 
an experienced source give a fairly 
good idea of the requirements of the 
market in British Columbia, , 
| The quality of the butter should 
be as near uniform as as poseible,the 
flavor pure and sweet. As the flavor 
ig the essential point in the quality 
of butter, particular care should be 
| taken in guiding the ripening of the 
cream in Whe right direction. 

As soon as the butter is made it 
should be placed and held in good 
eold storage until shipped to the con- 
ES No matter how good the 


flavor of the butter may be when 
first made, it will very soon deterior- 
ate unless held at a low temperature. 

The texture or grain should be 
quite apparent when a thin alice of 
butter be broken in two, or if a 
plug be taken ott with a tryer, the 
end should show a clean break. 
butter should aleo carry a sufficient 
nercentage of moisture to make it 
Palalable and to draw ciear on the 
back of the tryer. In fact the ma- 
jority of the buyers like to me a 
few small drops of clear, sparkling 
| brine on the back of the tryer when 
drawing a plug from a package for 
Resting. If the butter be worked 
rather dry the customers generally 
characterize it as being greasy. 

The color should be fairly high, 
‘ae near the natural June color as 
possible. Streakiness can be avoided 
by working the butter sufficiently 
after the salt hag had time to dis- 
sOlV4, 

The salting is perhaps the point 
wherein the requirement of our local 
market differs most with the old 
country markets, While the latter 
wants only about’ half an ounce of 
salt per pound of butter, the former 
requires not less than one and one- 
quarter ounces per pound, some cus- 
tomers prefer even a little mere than 
that. 

The packing is also a very import- 
ant point to observe. The packages 
should be clean and look inviting to 
the buyer, as the outward 
ance of a package gives him the first 
impression of it. If the impression 
be favorable, so much the better for 


the contents upon subsequent ex- 
amination, 
Whilst some large size packages, 


from 50 pounds up, sell well on. the 
general market,the smaller ones seam 
to have the preference particularly 
for family use. The bulk of the but- 
ter made in the Territorial creamer- 
ies is packed into square boxes hold- 
ing 14, 28 and 58 pounds each. These 
boxes are covered with jute bags 
which prevent the boxes being spoli- 
ed in transit, These sacks add slight- 
ly to the cost of the package but it 
is a good investment, as it certainly 
adds to the appearance of the pack- 
ages and in that way to the value 
of the buther.

Overyone knowe that when the 
English troops got. out there, the 
chiefs of the local forces, who knew

able, What wae the result? General 
Buller, for instance, would not have 
them at all, and went so far as to 
eay that they were more trouble than 
they were worth.”

“But,” @aid the interviewer, “some 
of them were taken.”

You have got their 
j Value by facts,not by inferences, Since 
the commencement of the war Colonel 
Baden-Powell has held his own 
‘against General Cronje with a force 
jof 6000 Boers, Cronje failed in all 
his attacks against these irregulars, 
jbut he detached 4000 of his forces 
; and went to meet General Methuen, 
| with the results that we only know 
too well.” 

Good Leaders for British 

“Then, too,” was queried, “who 
would make good leaders today, of 
jall there are on the firing line?” 
| “General Hector McDonald,the self- 
,made man, the former draper from 
jbehind the counter, the man risen 
\from the ranks, the born fighter, 
j with a genius for war, the man who 
saved the position at Omdurman.” 
General McDonald, when the war 
| broke out, went to the war office 
four times, and upon his knees, so 
to speak, begged for an appointment, 
but was refused and shuffled off to 
India instead. He was one of those 
|} men who had no aristocratic connex- 
ions, and so was shelved. Now that 
they want men they send out Me- 
Donald. Mind you, these men,who are 
born and pass a large part of their 
| lives on Picadilly, are brave enough, 
; if you like, but are not of the con- 
jstitution of the men required to 
fight upon the veldt.’ 

“Then Baden-Powell, because he 
| believes in Irregulars and fights the 
| Boers in their own methods, a Sys- 
; tem which. takes them entirely by 
| Surprise, He is full of resources.” 

“General Sir Charles Warren,  be- 
cause he was in charge of the Be- 
chuanaland expedition. In that 
campaign he employed irregulars only 
and the Boers had to give way. Sir 
Charles is a quarrelsome man, and 
hence not a favorite at the war office, 
but he is a conscientious man, like 
| Gordon, and knows South Africa and 


| on-Pewell, 


the Boers like no other English gen- | 


eral, , 

“Another the British have avail- 
able is General Sir Frederick Carring- 
‘on. He was in command in Basuto- 
land, In the Basuto war I wag as 
near him as I am to you when he 
was wounded. He knocked smoke out 
of the Basutos, and the Basutos 
knocked smoke out of Boers. Car- 
rington is another case of those who 
applied at the war office to be gent 
to the Cape, but without avail. He 
even offered to go out privately on 
the chance, but was slopped at the 
war office. 

Outlook for the Future 

“Do you look upon the position as 
hopeless?” 

“It is bad, but it would not be lost 
if we never employed a regular truop- 
er there. One victory would retrieve 


the whole situation. Plumes, red 
tapism and favoritism must now 
cease Every day weakens the 
Boers, They cannot replace their lost 
horses, They cannot recruit. They 
cannot keep up their commissary | 


department without the greatest dim- 
culty, In that way every day js of 
use to the British, The Free Staters 
are very tired of the war. We could 
ralse 12,000 mounted troops at the 
Cape of just the kind we need Can- 
ada is sending another 1000 cavalry

“Punished the Enemy—How the 
Lancers Avenged Majuba at Elands- 
laagte. 

Me don, Dec, 12.—The Boer allega- 
tion that the Fifth (British) Lancers 
massacred 60 burghers at Elandslaarte 
after they had thrown @e@ th<?r arms 
{s teceiving confirmation in private 
letters from the Lancers themselves 
One officer writes in a letter published 
in The Times as follows: 

“After the enemy were driven out 
one of our squadrons pursued and got 
right in among them in the twilisht, 
and most excellent pig sticking en- 
sued for about 10 minutes, the bag 
being about 60. One of our men 
suck his lance through two, killing 
both at one thrust. Had it not been 
getting dark we should have killed 
many more. 

A Dragoon corporal told a Chronicle 
correspondent: 

“The Boers fell off their horses and 
| rolled among the rocks, hiding their 
heads with their amous, calling for 
mercy, calling to be shot—anything to 
escape @ stab from those ugly lances 
through their back and bowels. But 
not MAny escaped. We just gave them 
a good dig as they Iny. Next day 
most of the lances were bloody.” 

Another jancer troper writes of the 
ecme incident: 

“We got acharge at them. They 
threw wp their arms and fell on their 
knees for mercy, but we were told not 
to give them any, and I can assure 
you they got none. We went alone 
sticking our lances through them. !t 
was a terrible thing.” 

At Elandslaagte several women cy- 
eled to a hill commanding a view of 
the operations. They were warned to 
lio down, but they refused to do s», as 

lit might spoil their frocks. ‘The 
Beers dropped some shots near them 
and they flier, 

At the fight at Riefontein several 
ladies appeared on bicycles, but they 
kept a long distance off. A shell was 
pitched fairly close to them, which 
mnt them pedalling off to a safer 
position,”

MUSHING TO THE MINES 


SCENES OF DANGER AND DARING ON 
THE BLEAK WINTER ROUTE 
TO NOME. 


Fatality in the Ice----A Wonderful 
Quartz Ledge---Winter Comes 
Suddenly. 


Again the silent northern stars are 
looking down upon a mad pi'grimage 
of torture and terror, mals without 
complaint, with the beckoning finger 


of gold luring the stampeders on. 
Mushers, not stampeders, is the new 
rame given these argonauts with 
the new cry,“On to Nome”.some ap- 
pearing to be enduring such adven- 
tures and privations as turn the hair 
grey—yot never thinking of turning 
back. When the rush commenced 
there was etill warm weather in the 
Yukon valley—unprecedented, inexpli- 
ceble warm weather—but on the 1°th 
of this month a landslide of chilliness 
swept over the country, its effect 
being noted simultaneously from Skag- 
way to limit of wire connexion. The 
mercury dropped, to quote the Alas- 
kan, “as though = struck with a 
weight, going down some 30 de- 
grees in 24 hours. The lowest point 
registered was at Ogilvie, where it 
was 42 degrees below on the night 
of the 12th. Tagish repovied 90 below 
where only the previous day it had 
heen 11 above. Five Fingers was 
27 below. Selkirk 80 below,Dawson 
21, Selwny 16, and the 12th registered 
6 degrees below—a variation towards 
the base of the thermometer of 15 
degrees from the day before, Tiav- 
@liers who have not yet started out 
of courwe welcomed the change, know- 
ing that it would solidify the winter 
highway and make travel _ fairly 
feaaible—with those who are trying 
to “rush the river” it was different. 
Many different scows were pinched, 
their owners and crews losing out- 
fits and stocks, and not infrequently 
having an uuplensantly close call 
for their lives. Henry Mortimes. on 
arriving at Dawson, on Nn ver 
14th, reports the loes of one boat 
near Stewart river, and the drowning 
{of three men and two womerwhnere 
names, however, he could 19% atecr 
tain. This accident occurred Novem- 
ber 8. This party were floating down 
im a fiat bottem boat, and despite the 
warnings of Mortimer (which donbt- 
less they did not hear) struck the 
jice Jam and perished.

FIGHT WITH A MADMAN 


He Holds Undisputed Possession of

Cook Myer, sworn: 1 live at Pon- 
oka and am a land guide. I have 
dived there four years. I know the 
pitsoner, I saw him a year ago lust 
June 1 was working on a bridge on 
Woif creek, where the Edmonton 
wail crosaes it. Jno. and Tom Me- 
Cae were with me. Prisoner passed 
there about 10 am, going north. 
There was a baby and another gentle- 
man in the rig with him and two 
ohildren, They were driving tn a two 
peated democrat wagon, After they 
croxsed the creek they went along the 
trail for about half a mile and then 
turned off the tratl towards the Sharp 
fiead Indian reserve. I vaw by the 
truoks on the trail that they came back 
that way. I saw prisoner again that 
daz about 2 o'clock on his way south, 

Cross examined: The lady and 
two children were with them. There 
was then a good deal of talk about 
the Sharp Head reserve being throwr 
out for settlement, and as a matter of 
fact it has been and a good deal of 
land has been taken up. 

Henry H. Harlock, sworn: Tama 
eonstable of the North West Mounted 
police, stationed at Lacombe. Went 
out to Indian reserve on October 17th, 
1899 with Sergeant Evans, Dr. Sharpe, 
Wr.
